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MY WOODEN NICKEL’S WORTH .............. by Lou Vest

®@ Have you ever wondered what wooden nickels you sent to whom? And did 
you send in your club dues for the current year? Can't remember if you 
received your membership card? What about that nice wood on your desk; has 
the sender's name slipped your mind? This scenario was my situation to a 
tee a few years ago. I had to do something fast, or go crazy trying to cope 
with the confusion. No doubt other collectors have found their own solution 
to the problem. This is how I maintain some semblance of order, 

I drew up a lined sheet using black ink on plain white 83" x 11" paper. 
Using this as a master, I ran off a number of duplicates on a photocopier. 
I use one page for each person with whom I wish to keep a record of corres- 
pondence. The pages are kept in a 3-ring binder in alpha order. Shown 
below is the top portion of a sample page using fictitious names and infor- 
mation. JI use whatever abbreviations necessary to cram the info into one 
line, (i.e. '€7 XRND = 1987 Christmas round). After returning from a coin 
show or convention, I stamp the occasion (CHICAGO 1989) on the person's 
page if he/she attended. For this I use a rubber stamp set. It's quicker 
and stands out better. 

I keep track of about 80 collectors in this manner. Sometimes I 
attach letters (to be answered) right to the page using coloured paper clips 
(red - urgent, etc.). You could develop your own auirks, While this 
system may not suit everyone, it's definitely sanity street for me!
